search & Engineering company of Agawam, 
Mass., has been waging lor Its existence. 

This company, according to apparently re- 
liable news a lories which have appeared In 
the Springfield Union or Springfield, Mass., 
lias Invented and perfected a self-flowing 
carburetor which, It Is claimed, will revolu- 
tionize the modern automobile. 

The company has been working on this 
carburetor and other Inventions for about 
10 years, and has financed its plant, research 
and machinery by encouraging Individuals to 
Invest In the company. Theso Individual In- 
vestors have been described as "co-opera- 
tors." 

The Implication that comes out of all the 
opposition the J. R. Fish company lias en- 
countered is that certain Interests selling 
other makes of carburetors, motor fuels and 
such, fear serious competition, if not disaster, 
should the Fish carburetor be marketed on 
a wide scale. That, it Is charged, accounts 
for the fight that has been waged against 
Fish. 

Ever since -1035. the post office department 
has been making periodic checks to make 
sure that the Fish company was living up to 
Its claims made through the malls. 

Not so long ago a machinery supply firm 
tried unsuccessfully to reclaim some of the 
Fish company's equipment. Then a govern- 
ment agency called a loan to the company 
unexpectedly. After Fish again got his affairs 
in order, the post office department brought 
charges against him of using the malls for 
fraudulent purposes. 

The hearing on these charges was first set 
for May 13. but was postponed until May 28 
on the request of Fish so he could make b 
log of tests which had been made of his car- 
buretor at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. Shortly before that date arrived, how- 
ever, the post office department postponed 
the hearing until June 17, and only a few 
days ago notified him of another postpone- 
ment until June 25. 

Meantime the company has closed .up be- 
cause of Its Inability to obtain further loans 
in view of all the present adverse publicity. 
Twenty-eight employes of the company's re- 
search department volunteered' to continue 
to work for nothing to demonstrate their con- 
fidence In Fish, and at a recent mass meet- 
ing many of the "co-operators" gathered to 
express their continued support ot Fish. 

"In the meantime," says Fish In an appeal 
to the newspapers of the country. *'I am stop- 
ped, and of course, this Is killing me. Please 
act quickly because I am definitely down." 

Robert L. Finlayson ot Indianapolis, one of 
the "co-operators" In Fish's enterprise, re- 
cently wrote a letter to Congressman Louis 
Ludlow, member of the house post office com- 
mittee, contending that Fish Is "Innocent of 
fraud" and terming the post office depart- 
ment charges as "part of a cleverly hatched 
scheme to retard his progress." 

In any event. It's a fight that's worth 
watching, and the next round Is scheduled 
for Juno 25.

JUSTICE AND VENGEANCE 

From the distance of America, Gen. Draja 
Ml khallovl ten's trial seems extremely contus- 
ing and a little disheartening. Nineteen 
' American flyers have testified that Genera! 
Mikhallovltch and his Chetnlks saved their 
lives. They have presented evidence that the 
Chetnlks were fighting the Germans. Yet 
there are some official hints In this country 
that the Tito government's charges are not 
without foundation. 

What probably bothers Americans most Is 
the knowledge that the one-time guerrilla 
hero has the cards stacked against him. Mar- 
shal Tito has promised him a "fair trial." But 
he has told our state department that Gen- 
era] Mlkhallovltch's crimes are "far too big 
and horrible to allow discussion of whether 
he Is guilty or not." 

But this trial, In principle, is no different 
from the allied trials of war criminals. The 
only difference lies In the seemingly ques- 
tionable evidence, the fact that the Mikhallo- 
vltch trial la a national Issue before a na- 
tional court, and the deep .suspicion that the 
whole thing may be an Idealoglcal frameup 

To the Tito partisan the trial may seem 
more logical than the war crime trials are to 
ua. No one believes that Goerlng, To]o and 
other top axis leaders will be found Innocent. 
It Is Jturt that to ua In a democracy, the idea 
of criminal procedure against men responsi- 
ble for the most terrible of crimes confuses 
the mind's conception of Justice and its de- 
sire for vengeance.
